No Civilian* on Transport*. 

Washington.—The Secretary of War 
has ordered the discontinuance of all 
permits for the transportation of civil¬ 
ians on Government transports on the 
Pacific. This action was determined 
upon because of the necessities of the 
military service. Many persons, in¬ 
cluding members of Army officers’ 
families and civilians going to Manila, 
have secured Government transporta¬ 
tion, and since the disturbance in 
China a great number of requests have 
been received from newspapers asking 
this privilege. The War Department’s 
order is as follows: “In view of the 
requirements of the service all per¬ 
mits for the U'aiiAi-Lr’iiitian of persons 
not actually in the military service 
by transport sailing from the Pacific 
Coast ports will be discontinued until 
further orders.” 

French Deputy Fights a Duel. 

Paris.—M. Lascas, the prominent 
Nationalist Deputy whose name has 
been connected with the most disor¬ 
derly incidents in the Chamber of 
Deputies during the past session, 
fought a duel with swords with a news¬ 
paper man, M. G^rault-Riche, in a 
suburb of Paris.

Washington.— Tips to sleeping car 
porters have received the official sanc¬ 
tion of the Treasury Department as 
proper traveling expense. The ques¬ 
tion was raised by the bill presented 
by Contract Nurse Sylvester E. Acker¬ 
man for incidental items in connection 
with his trip across the continent. 
Ackerman, who had been employed 
on the transport Missouri, was ordered 
from tho Presidio at San Frncisco to 
Brooklyn. He was furnished with 
transportation and a sleeping car sec¬ 
tion, but on arrival here he presented 
a charge of 50 cents for money paid 
porters and another of 25 cents as a 
sum charged by a notary for affixing 
his seal to the expense account vouch¬ 
ers. The bills have passed through a 
deal of red tape in the auditing de¬ 
partment and have been sent to the 
treasury Controller of the Treasury for 
a ruling. He holds that the bills were 
all legal and accordingly they will be 
paid. 

American Flour In the Orient. 

Washington. — Vice-Consul General 
McLean has made a report from Yoko¬ 
hama on the subject of the importa¬ 
tion of American Hour into Japan. Ho 
says that the use of (lour is not con¬ 
fined to. the large cities of Japan, but 
is becoming more common throughout 
that country, lie speaks of three or 
four American built Hour mills, the 
largest having a capacity of 150 barrels 
a day that are now helping to supply 
Japan with flour. There are many 
small native mills of water power 
throughout the country, hut their pro¬ 
duct is of n coarse character, and they 
do not compete to any extent with the 
imported stocks. 

American wheat is also being im¬ 
ported into Jnpan, and the considerable 
amount of Hour made from it is being 
i sold there. The demand for Hour j 
throughout tho Orient is rapidly in¬ 
creasing, the best points of consump¬ 
tion at present being Russian posses¬ 
sions in Northern China and Eastern 
Siberia.

In 
fact, somebody’s anatomy will receive 
a wholesale perforation one of these 
nights and henneries will be able to 
conduct themselves without double 
padlocking the doors. Chicken raising 
is done quite extesively in Lodi, and 
for some time past constant raids have 
been made on the biggest and best hen¬ 
neries in town and among the suburbs. 
As a result the largest chicken yards 
are almost depopulated and some 
raisers have sold their remaining stock 
and given up in despair. 

Tu Head Off Faupar Italian*. 

Washington. — Commissioner-Gen¬ 
eral Powderly has received a telegram 
from the immigration officials at Eagle 
Pass, Tex., in which they state they 
have information that about 1200 
pauper Italins are on their way north 
from Mexican ports, with a view to 
crossing the Mexican line into the 
United States. Forty-three of these 
Italians, it was said, already have 
been stopped and turned back, hut in 
view of the large number on the way 
the officials ask authority to appoint 
ten mounted men to patrol the Rio 
Grande and prevent their crossing. 
This authority has been granted. 

Vainljr Dcalr* American Meat. 

Berlin. — The Reichsanzeiger pub¬ 
lishes a text of the meat bill, but the 
time at which the measure will go into 
effect was not definitely stated. It is 
learned from a reliable source that the 
measure will not become effective be¬ 
fore autumn. The Liberal press points 
out the singular fact that the German 
navy, which admitted they were satis¬ 
fied for many years with American 
canned meats, is now vainly trying to 
obtain these goods for the outfitting of 
the war ships destined for China, and 
is obliged to take English canned meats 
and to banish sausages, and no German 
goods are obtainable. 

General Hulings, commander-in- 
chief of the Spanish-American War 
Verterans, has.directed the Adjutant- 
General’s office, to issue an order di¬ 
recting the national association to 
meet in Chattanooga on October 8th 1 
to 18th. 


Whit to Eit in Summer. 

Three months of vegetarianism 
would do everyone good, but since we 
are not all inclined to such radical 
changes there is left to us the sensible 
change to lighter meats, which proves 
as delightful as beneficial. Lamb, 
veal, poultry, boiled and broiled ham, 
bacon, and, abovo all, fish, give a 
wide range of choice. Fish is the ideal 
summer meat food both for health’s 
sake and enjoyment. For hot-weather 
breakfasts there should always be 
one dish that has a “snap” to it, a 
something to provoke appetite. This is 
just the role for delicately prepared 
salt-fish dishes (prominently among 
them haddie), for curries, and other 
highly seasoned dishes that are not 
heavy. Bacon should rarely be left off 
the breakfast menu. — Ella Morris 
Kretschmar, in the July Woman’s 
Home Companion. 

The New York farmers discussing 
strawberries advocate fruiting only one 
season, then plow up and plant a new 
bed every year. Plant in the spring 
and you will have a good crop of ber¬ 
ries the next year, starting a now bed 
each spring. If you try to get a second 
crop from a planting, you bid for 
trouble and failure. Rich fertility in 
the soil is important and thorough cul¬ 
tivation between the rows; nitrogen 
for the plant growth and potash for 
the quality of fruit is readily supplied 
by wood ashes. Thorough cultivation 
is important; mulch the plants, pul¬ 
verize the soil. By irrigation and 
mulching we can prolong the season. 
Every farmer’s family should have 
an abundance of strawberries and other 
small fruits.

The 
jury was composed of well known and 
substantial citizens of Colma, men 
who stand well at home and wherever 
known. This treatment by the jury of 
Mitchell’s testimony is not at all sur¬ 
prising to those who are familiar with 
the history of the Mitchell family dur¬ 
ing their residence near Colma. 


BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 

There was a further delay caused in 
the La Honda road matter last Monday 
when the Board of Supervisors laid the 
report of the viewers of the road 
over until the next meeting. Arrange¬ 
ments have not yet been made with 
the non-consenting land owners, but 
by the next regular meeting of the 
board it is believed such arrangements 
will be completed, so that the board 
will be able to act in the matter. The 
claim of George Schaefer for printing 
the delinquent tax list, and action in 
the matter of improving the Court¬ 
house were also deferred until the next 
meeting. 

There was no business of import¬ 
ance transacted by the board except 
that the Clerk was instructed to adver¬ 
tise for bids for the construction of a 
concrete bridge across Bear Gulch 
creek. 

Sitting as a Board of Equalization 
the board granted an application for 
reduction of assessment to Mrs. A. E. 
Bolles of Menlo Park. The property 
owned by Mrs. Bolles consists of 25.25 
acres and was assessed at $4000. Asses¬ 
sor Hayward stated that his assessment 
had been made through a misunder¬ 
standing, and that he considered $2000 
to be a fair assessment. 

R. S. Thornton of Colma applihed 
for a reduction on three lots at Castle 
Tract Homestead from $750 to $450, 
and a reduction on lots 7, 8, 9, 10 and 
11, block 27, Abbey Homestead, Col¬ 
ma, from $500 to $250. Assessor Hay¬ 
ward said that thes? lots were all as¬ 
sessed the same as the adjoining lots, 
and furthermore that a reduction of 
twenty-five per cent on all the neigh¬ 
boring property had been made last 
year. The board not seeing how it 
could reduce Mr. Thornton’s property 
and allow the adjacent lots to remain 
assessed at their present value, ap¬ 
plications were denied. Another ap¬ 
plication by Mr. Thornton, acting for 
the Woods estate, requesting a reduc- 
ion on 1(10 acres of land near Colma 
form $15,000 to $13,300 was denied for 
a similar reason. An application for 
reduction from $400 to $300 on lot 
40, block 1, School House Extension 
Homestead, Colma, was likewise de¬ 
nied. 

A resolution was passed instructing 
the Auditor to extend the tax on the 
Flood property, now owned by the 
University of California, sufficiently to 
cover the bonded indebtedness for the 
years 1899-1900 and 1900-1901: 

Whereas, it appearing to this Board 
that certain property situate in Menlo 
Park school district, Menlo Park, in 
San Mateo county, California, formerly 
belonging to Cora Flood, but now being 
the property of the Regents of the 
University of California (a corjiora- 
tion,) has escaped assessment for the 
years 1899-1900, 1900-1901, 

And it further appealing that the 
bonded indebtedness was created 
against said school district on the 15th 
day of June, A. D. 1892, within which 
said school district said property is 
situate: 

...And It further appearing to said 
Beard that said bonded indebtedness 
has been since the creation thereof and 
is now a lien upon all the property 
situate within said district: 

It is therefore ordered that the As¬ 
sessor be and he is hereby instructed to 
place said property so deeded to the 
Regents of the University of California 
(a corportaion), on the assessment roll 
for the fiscal years 1900-1901 at a 
double valuation; 

And it is further ordered, that the 
Auditor be and he is hereby instructed 
when the levy for taxes is made by this 
Board to extend a tax against said 
property covering the taxes due for 
said bonded indebtedness for the fiscal 
year 1899-1900 and 1900-1901.
